And why, if indeed you did regard ay suit as such a request, did you 
not rev/ lew it then whan I filed the suit instead of after decision 
by the District Court? Why did you have to clutter up the courts 
with s totally unnecessary suit, put me to this expense sad deny me 
what I regard as my rights under the law and your regulations? 

Or does this get to your appeals officer, Mr. Vswter'a call to me 
bogging me to file a suit es he did rather than give him appeals 
upon which to act? 

I believe X 
sm entitled to an answer and X would think the judge is entitled to 
an explanation.
